REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While 
spraying a cryogen on a tool to cool the tool, is known, no teaching can be found to 
spray a cryogenic fluid on a tool at an angle so that the fluid forms a spread angle 
spraying back on the workpiece. The examiner agrees with applicant that Hong does 
not show the fluid directed from contacting the tool to the workpiece and further that the 
statement on page 9 lines 25-30 of Hong teach away from allowing the fluid to contact 
the workpiece.
